A number of tribes, 
being friendly, conte together at a place agreed upon, 
for the purpose of affording those who may have 
amassed wealth, (Blankets &c.) to distribute the same 
gratuitously to the common people. 
having the largest amount of property, give it away 
fréely, aré counted the greatest in tle tribes, or are the ar- 
istocracy, A large staging is erected, upon which thore 
having property. to dispose of take their places with 
their blankets piled up beside them; the ground in front 
being occupied by the crowd of Indians, armed with 
large sword-knives, guns, pistolsiand daggers, and be- 
smeared with paint; Each aristocrat in turn makes a 
speech, during the delivery of which he generally becomes 
very much excited,.when his gestures are wild and in- 
teresting; the crowd of listeners below every now and 
thien manifesting! their approbation by uttering those 
yiitteral sounds peculiar to the Indian. The speech con- 
cluded, he, assisted by a}: tillicum,”’ (relative) takes up 
his blankets pairiby pair, and distributes them amongst 
the Indians below, generally cailing those forward for 
whom they are designed, but éccasionally throwing 
down a pair to be contested for, in which case 15 or 20 
Ifdians obtain a hold upon the blankets and clinging 
desperately thereto the contestants struggle on the 
ground like so many dogs in a fight, until an aged war- 
rior, sword-knife in band, steps forward and divides the 
blanket be:ween the hands of thé competitors, thereby 
giving a piece to each, which he hastens to lay at the 
feet of his admiring ‘‘ Kloochmanm,”’ This dividing pro- 
cess.not unfrequently results in cutting and slashing the 
hands of those who have hold of the blanket, but all is 
taken in good part,, Some of the blankets are torn into 
shreds by the donor, and cast into the noidst of the ad- 
miring crowd. |Muskets and othér articles are also 
sometimes broken in the same manner.
